On motion of Mr. Granger, of Mc- 


Henry, the resolution was referred to 
the Committee on Fedeial relations, by 
a vote of 64 to 51—every Democrat 
in 


the Ilovse voting aqainst the reference.

pear to bel»wakening to the importance 
of the present presidential campaign to 
the business interests of the country.

if the treasury was placed in thorough- 
ly competent and satiufactory hands 
and the other cabinet portfolios be sat- 
isfactorily filled, there would still be 
doubt until the policy of the new con- 
gress was known. 


It cannot be dtnied that the country 


is now prosperous. 
Every one admits 


that. Granting that this prosperity has 
nothing to do with politics and that the 
party in power should not be thanked 
for its existence, it might yet be that a 
change of parties would disturb tbe 
conditions under which our present re- 
markable prosperity exists. ' Capital is 
timid. It has been well said that noth- 
ing is so cowardly as cue million but 
two millions. The more money there 
is ready to be risked in productive in- 
dustry the less likely is it to be risked 
unless even in the estimation of doubt 
ing capitalists tbe conditions are all fa 
vorable for the increase and preserva 
tion of the investments. 


Is it worth the candle that, merely 


for a change, we should risk the con 
tinued existence of business prosperity 
Leaving out of sight all other ques 
tions at issue in the canvass, this con 
sidemion would seem to be decisive 
Change'migbt, at least, be plausibly ad 
vocated if we were in the dumps an 
business was depressed. 
But when th 


very reverse is true, on what groun 
can change be advocated, except, a 
Secretary Evarts said, because we ar 
savage redskins to whom peace an 
quietness are irksome and we must hav 
a change at any cost?

they xvill not hesitate before making a 
:l)ungu merely for "the fun of the 
h'rijT" and with a strong probabilty 
bat^he change will be injurious.

past, you granted to him and to Ills brave, tat- 
tered tarn) war-beaten soldiery,—terms uiore 
liberni aud generous than oven brave men 
could have expected—terms which only now 
and then brave nnd inagnnnlrcous men tender 
to the brave. For this conspicuous act ol gen- 
erosity your country did .not complain, und 
tor this and for your'great qualities of heart 
and mind, you have a warm place In tho hearts 
even of those who wcro your enemies In war.
